OFFICIAL STATEMENT TO-DAY 
IN COMMONS 


Conference “At Foreign Office 


“London, To-day. 


A statement on the Russian ques- 
tion, will be made in the House of 
Commons by Sir John Simon, the 
Foreign Secretary, to-day. 

The Royal proclamation which 
was issued last week a few hours 
after the British Government re- 
ceived news of the sentences passed 
on the British engineers at the Mos- 
cow trial, and under which importa- 
tion of about 80 per cent of Soviet 
commodities, which this country 
had latterly imported, is prohibit- 
ed, takes effect as from to-night.
